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(c) Coastal vessel means a vessel engaged in the carriage, by sea, of passengers or goods fn m any port 
of place in India to any other port or pla^e in India. 


(d) Foreign Vessel means a vessel employed in trading between any Pori or place in India and other 
part or place/or between ports or places out side India. 


3. Fees for Pilotage etc. -Fees for Pilotage mentioned in the Schedule is inclusive of towage, moor¬ 
ing, unmooring charges and charges for the first shifting for each entry.

5. Cancellation Charges.—(a) For foreign vessels : 

An cancellation charges of US$ 714/- in respect of vessels handling cargo of 1500 tonnes and less and US 
# 857/- in respect of vessels handling cargo above 1500 tonnes is leviable fo r each cancellation of a movement 
of a vessel schedule to shift or sail or enter the Port in addition to the detention charges, if any. 

(b) For Coastal vessels. -A cancellation charges of Rs. 15000/- in respect of vessels handling cargo 
of 1500 tonnes and less and Rs. 18,000/- in rspect of vessels handling cargo above 1500 tonnes is leviable 
for each cancellation of a movement of a vessel schedule to shift or sail or enter the Port in addition to 
the detention charges, if any. 

6. Fees for Carriages of Pilot (a)For Foreign vessels. - If an outward bound vessels carries away a 
pilot to sea co.npesnation of US $ 19/- per day in rsp.'ct of a vessel handling cargo of 1500 tonnes or less and 
US $ 22.40 per day in respect of vessels handling a cargo above 1500 tonnes shall be payable for pilots of 
all rank and in addition to this compensation, the Master of the vessels shall be liable to bear the expenses 
of the pilot and the cost of sending him back to this Port. 

(b) For Coastal Vessels.—If an outward bound vessel carries away a pilot to sea, a compensation of 
Rs. 400/- per day in respect of a vessel handling cargo of 1500 tonnes or less and Rs. 470/- per day in res¬ 
pect of vessels handling cargo above 1500 tonnes shall be payable for pilots of all ranks and in addition to 
this compensation the Master of the vessels shall be liable to bear the expenses of the pilot and the cost of se¬ 
nding hina back to this Port.
